Scouting duo attend 
Queen's garden party 


NOMINATED for their services to scouting, Gary and 
Janette Osborne, from Crewkerne, who revived the Hin¬ 
ton St George Scout Group, were recently invited to a 
royal garden party at Buckingham Palace. 

In their youth, Gary started out as a Cub himself and 
Janette had been in the Brownies and Girl Guides, but 
when she moved to Crewkerne in 1977, the local group 
were not camping so she gave up. 

When the couple had their son, Joseph, he wanted to 
join the Beavers so Janette began to help out and, by 
1999, both were involved in the Crewkerne Cubs and 
then re-started the group at Hinton. 

The group had formally met in Hinton during summer 
and Merriott in winter but as most of the members lived 
in Merriott, the tithe barn became a permanent home 
but a name change would have been too complicated. 
Janette ran Cubs whilst Gary took the older Scouts, and 
then Isabel Bending offered to start Beavers; she now 
assists and Caroline Tilbury leads. 

Janette, who works at Waitrose, has now hung up her 
uniform but is still involved as sectional assistant, but 
Gary still runs Scouts with the help of James Erratt and, 
when he is home from university, Joseph, who has also 
worked his way through the various levels of scouting 
and said it taught him valuable life skills. 

Gary, an electrical distribution technician by day, said 
he will continue being a Scout leader as long as it's still 
fun. 

He commented: "I've had lot's of fun, that's top of the 
list, that's what I was told by my excellent trainer and it 
has been. We meet some very interesting young peo¬ 
ple, some of them more challenging than others. 

"Going to the garden party was a once in a lifetime 
experience which I wouldn't have turned down. My 
mum's mum ran away from home when she was 14 and 
ended up in service at the palace. It was a lovely, lovely 
day; it did start to rain a little just as the Queen came 
out but it was just brollies up and carry on. The Duke, 
Charles and Camilla, Edward and Sophy and the 
Gloucesters were all there. 

"We entered through the back door and wandered 
through the gardens with a glass of lemonade, two 
brass bands took turns to play when they were sig¬ 
nalled with a flag. All those people and there across the 
lawn was Frank Chown - his missus go the BEM last 
year!" 

Jeanette added:" It was a gorgeous tea, to die for, all 
in miniature, I have never seen such tiny Battenburg." 

The couple recommend Scouting to everyone and 
have had plenty of laughs along the way. 

When they were first married, Jeanette made the mis¬ 
take of letting some boiled eggs burn dry and they ex¬ 
ploded over the kitchen ceiling, leading to a 
redecorating project for Gary. Years later, he was at 
Scout camp when there were only male leaders and, 
having had a good breakfast, thought he would boil the 



leftover eggs for lunch. The group went off target 
shooting and wondered who they could hear using a 
shotgun nearby before it dawned on them that the 
eggs had been left and, sure enough, were all over the 
ceiling of the mess tent. 

Jeanette smiled with glee and said she had waited 20 
years for revenge, having been made to suffer for her 
mistake. 

Another time the men ended up still cooking pan¬ 
cakes at midnight with a stack two feet high after Simon 
Bending mixed three litres of batter. 

But the best story has now become a tradition in the 
group. One of the Scouts, Rhys Pearson, with the best 
intention, had covered a cooking pot at camp to keep 
the food warm. Unfortunately he used a plastic plate 
and, being on an open fire, the plate soon melted and 
dripped down the sides of the pot. It was later hoisted 
on the flag pole and dubbed the "plate of good inten- 
tions"and has thereafter been taken to every camp and 
awarded to anyone who does anything special. The 
plate still goes to every camp but now a trophy has 
been added, named camp star, and is awarded to any¬ 
one who does something nice for another, or gives 
everyone a laugh. 

Gary said anyone thinking of becoming a leader 
should just go along to their nearest group and see if 
they like it, everyone has something to offer and even 
helping out for an hour at a time can be immensely 
good fun and very rewarding.

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Arson attack at St Bartholomew's 


THE Parish Church of St Bartholomew 
in Crewkerne suffered an arson attack 
on Monday June 30th at approximately 
2.30pm. 

Beat Sergeant Rob Jameson said Po¬ 
lice Community Support Officers Dave 
Lewis and Gareth Allington were in at¬ 
tendance at the church following a re¬ 
port of suspicious burn marks the 
previous week and were outside when 


smoke was reported coming from the 
choir stalls. The two PCSOs acted 
quickly, using a hand-held extinguisher 
to prevent the fire from spreading. 

Meanwhile, fire appliances from 
Crewkerne, Beaminster and Yeovil 
were in attendance at Bincombe 
Beeches where a man, believed to be 
the same arsonist, was discovered act¬ 
ing suspiciously, appearing to have set

fire to a wood pile and a bench. The police were called 
and the man was detained for interview. 

The fire crews then attended the church as a precau¬ 
tion and used hand tools to cut away an area of the 
pews to ensure the fire was fully extinguished. The 
damage was not confined to the pews, however, as the 
arsonist had also melted the end of the bell rope and 
set alight the cloth on the high altar. 

Churchwarden Dorothy Tozer said the whole church 
had been thick with smoke when she arrived, ten min¬ 
utes after the fire crews. The resulting smell was still 
hanging in the 
building the fol¬ 
lowing day and 
the high ceiling 
above the altar 
was slightly dis¬ 
coloured. 

Tim Hawkins, 

22, from Crewk- 
eme, was arrested 
on suspicion of 
arson and criminal 
damage following 
the fire. He at¬ 
tended Yeovil 
Magistrates Court 
on Tuesday. 

The churchwar¬ 
dens have now 
posted a notice of 



regret that, aside from services, the church would be 
closed to all visitors for the foreseeable future. The 
ancient building has previously been open daily for 
anyone to enjoy the architecture or spiritual solitude.

Exhibitions on potential A303 options 


A SERIES of public exhibitions by way of drop-in 
sessions are being staged by Devon and Somerset 
county councils this month, to set out the progress of 
the study to improve the route between Honiton and 
Broadway. 

The A30/A358/A303 is seen as a vital, strategic 
route connecting the South West with London and the 
South East, but is widely recognised as slow, unreli¬ 
able and unfit for purpose. In response to the mount¬ 
ing concerns of road users, the government has 
ordered a full study of the whole route from the M3 
in Hampshire to the M5 at Taunton and Exeter. The 
findings of the study by the national Highways 
Agency are due to be reported to ministers in the au¬ 
tumn. 

In parallel, Devon County Council, supported by 
Somerset County Council, is investigating potential 
options for improving the A30/A303 stretch from 
Honiton to Broadway. This is being done in liaison 


with the Highways Agency and will compliment the 
wider study. 

The route runs through the Blackdown Hills Area of 
Outstanding Natural Beauty and a number of County 
Wildlife Sites and Sites of Special Scientific Interest, 
so the project partners are actively considering the 
landscape, ecology and heritage of the area to min¬ 
imise any impact on the important sites. 

The exhibition can be viewed at the following ven¬ 
ues: Wednesday, July 9th, 2pm to 7pm at The Bee¬ 
hive, Honiton; Thursday, July 10th, 3pm to 8pm at 
Monkton Court Hotel, Monkton; Monday, July 14th, 
3pm to 8pm at the Sidmouth Arms, Upottery; Tues¬ 
day, July 15th 3pm to 8pm the Shrubbery Hotel, 
llminster; and Thursday, July 17th, 3pm to 8pm the 
Guildhall, Chard.

Medieval weekend to celebrate market charter 


CHARD women have stepped up to bare all in their own, 
unique "Calendar Girls" style fundraiser for cancer char¬ 
ities. 

The idea was launched following the recent Mad Hat¬ 
ter's Tea Party held inTatworth in aid of Cancer Research 
UK, organised by breast cancer survivor Jill White, which 
received tremendous support from local families, all 
touched by the disease. When the sad news came that 
one of their number, Angie Gerrard, had lost her battle 
with cancer that same week, the momentum gathered. 

After the event, which raised £1,306.80 on the day and 
in donations following, the families and friends were al¬ 
ready talking about what they could do next and a pass¬ 
ing comment by close friend of Angie's and cancer 
survivor, Maria Wadey, to local photographer Hayley 
Lynch, led to the idea of a calendar dedicated to Angie. 
Both women pledged to fund raise in her memory and 
Maria was first to go in front of the lens baring all. 

Breaking from the usual tradition, each member of the 
calendar group is either a cancer survivor, is currently 
fighting the disease or has lost close members of their 
families. 

The calendar, which comes out later this year, is al¬ 
ready attracting a national following through online so¬ 
cial media sites Facebook and Twitter and advance sales 
have already topped 100. 

Hayley, of Tigerfly Photography, who already had a 
reputation for her "bare bums in wellies" photoshoot 
said: "Maria made the suggestion to me, half joking, 
about doing a calendar and I agreed it would be a lovely 
way of celebrating Angie's life and doing something 
worthwhile at the same time. I put out a simple message 
on Facebook and, within days, lots of women and men 
of Somerset, Devon and Dorset had signed up." 

Since the original concept was launched, over 25 
women and 10 men have now pledged to get their kit 
off for each of the 12 months. In addition, local busi¬ 
nesses have generously donated to cover the cost of the 
printing so that every penny from the sales goes to Can¬ 
cer Research UK and Breast Cancer Campaign. 

Hayley continued: "When we started talking about this 
project we decided to print only 200 calendars. But in 
the last few weeks since we launched over 100 have 
been pre-ordered so we're already looking at extending 



our print run. We're thrilled to be doing this and want to 
raise the profile of the fight against cancer and do our 
utmost to raise as much money as possible. We also 
need more local businesses to offer their pledges so that 
we can print more calendars." 

Already a local hero, raising thousands for cancer char¬ 
ities as a Chard Road Runner, Mrs Wadey added: "Our 
Facebook page has almost 600 likes so far which is stag¬ 
gering in such a short space of time. If they all bought a 
calendar, just think what good that will do."

Trescothick breaks record but Lancs hold off victory charge 


SOMERSET'S hopes of reaching the second stage of 
the NatWest T20 Blast competition received an¬ 
other blow after a hefty eight-wicket defeat against 
high-flying ESSEX at Taunton last Friday. 

After winning the toss Essex skipper Ryan ten 
Doeschate invited Somerset to bat first. The deci¬ 
sion seemed to have backfired as the hosts cruised 
to 100 for 1 in the 12th over. 

But then Craig Kieswetter fell for a top-score 40 
and this sparked an alarming collapse that saw the 
score tumble to 111 for 4 with less that five overs 
remaining. 

These vital closing overs subsequently yielded 
just 39 runs to give a below par 150 for 7 total. 

The reply began with Mark Pettini and pugna¬ 
cious Kiwi Jesse Ryder putting on 49 inside six overs. 
Lewis Gregory then had Ryder caught behind for 28 
off 18 and Tom Westley was trapped in front. But 
Pettini (60no) and Ravi Bopara saw the Essex to a 
Duckworth-Lewis target of 125 for no further loss. 
Scores: Somerset 150 for 7 (Kieswetter 40, Trego 34; 
G.Napier 2-32) lost to Essex 125 for 2 (M.Pettini 60no, 
R.Bopara 33no) by eight wickets. 

Meanwhile, on Sunday, play was delayed for an 
hour by rain on the first day of the LV County 
championship match with LANCASHIRE. 

The northerners won the toss and elected to bat 
first on an unusually slow, low Taunton wicket. Som¬ 
erset had a good opening couple of sessions when 
play did get underway restricting Lancashire to 130 
for 4 at tea. 

Ex-County Ground favourite Joss Buttler, making 
his first appearance at Taunton since his move 
north, was 11 not out at the interval having clubbed 
his eighth ball into the long room. 

Buttler was keeping opener Paul Horton good 


company and the pair went on to compile a 53-run 
partnership before being clean bowled by Lewis 
Gregory at 165 for 5 for a patient 18 which included 
two maximums. 

The arrival of the second new ball brought imme¬ 
diate dividends as Lewis Gregory removed Horton 
for superb 140 to clinch a second bowling point as 
Lancashire reached stumps at 221 for 6. 

Day Two belonged to Somerset as they first 
snapped up the remaining four wickets to dismiss 
Lancs for 266 and made steady, if unspectacular 
progress with the bat to close on 193 for 2 with 
Skipper Marcus Trescothick 107no, his 54th first 
class ton, and Alviro Petersen 57no. 

When he had reached three (off 38 balls!) 
Trescothick became the highest ever run scorer at 
Taunton passing Lionel Palaitet's record of 7228 
which had stood since 1909. 

(The next five in the list are; Peter Roebuck 6414, 
Harold Gimblett 5669, Viv Richards 5631, James Hil¬ 
dreth 5510 and Peter Bowler 5200). 

By 5pm on Tuesday (day three) the title-chasing 
Cidermen had been bowled out for 484, a lead of 
218 runs thanks to a career best 99 from Craig Over- 
ton and Alfonso Thomas (54) - the pair putting on a 
record ninth-wicket stand for Somerset against Lan¬ 
cashire of 140. 

But Lancashire, with Horton again frustrating the 
home attack having earlier retired hurt after being 
hit on the head by Thomas (3-35), held out for a 
draw with 40 overs of spin from George Dockrell (2- 
70) - and even 12 from seamer Pete Trego! - all in 
vain.
